Of the first 3-1 graduating classes 
at Vassar, embracing 867 members, 815 
were reported as married, 305 as teach- 
ers. 28 as physicians, 89 as literary 
workers aud the rest as artists, book- 
keepers and so forth—fivo of them being 
"farmeis," and, let ua hope, highly 
scientific ones.

college girl is less available for matri- 
mony on account of her distinguished 
attainments.
